RESOLUTION FOR WATER 


Dams on the Hudson river and Metropolitan Water for the 
West End of San Bernardino county may be 3000 miles apart 
but the need for water is suddenly becoming a common prob- 
lem for a smug East and a progress-loving West. 

The West, long conscious of th © id regions at its backdoor 
is getting quite a boot out of the bathless Big City which has 
suddenly awakened to the fact that water comes from some- 
where besides a faucet. 

And now that the East has found out, it may just be pos- 
sible that the West may be able to profit politically from the 
East’s Great Experience with water. 

Similarly, those in the West End who would like to wait 
until the gravel starts grating out of their faucets should also 
take heed. 

New York has the Hudson river flowing past its door- 
step but has never bothered to do anything about it for a us- 
able water supply — until it had to go shaveless and bathless 
and pile the dirty dishes in the sink. 

Reclamation Commissioner Michael J. Straus, commenting 
on the New York shortage, declared that civilizations have 
flourished or fell according to the manner in which people 
cared for their water supply. 

‘Critical shortages in many places illustrate vividly that 
water is a most essential item in our highly organized society ; 
that the availability of water can no longer be taken for grant- 
ed; that we must plan and build well in advance of our water 
needs, if the people are to keep on enjoying life as we know 
it in the United States.’’ 

Imported water in the West End is going to boost taxes; 
but we think that is better than not having any land left to 
tax because it blew away in the last sand sterm.

375 DIE OVER HOLIDAY IN U. S. 


CHICAGO (UP)—Accidents during the New Year’s holiday kill- 
ed more than 875 persons by late last night. Stormy weather across 
the northern half of the country cut highway and air travel on the 
three-day holiday. The New Year’s accidental deaths compared with 
611 on the three day Christmas holiday last week-end. 


DEATH TOLL LOW IN SOUTHLAND 


LOS ANGELES (UP)—The toll of accidental deaths remained 
unusually low in Southern California as the New Year’s holiday drew 
to a close last night. Six deaths, four of them in traffic, were counted 
from 6 p.m. Friday until midnight. Police credited wide publicity 
given to the drive against drunken drivers with keeping the high- 
ways safe.

WASHINGTON (UP)—Former President Herbert Hoover and 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, R., O., proposed yesterday that the U. 5. Navy 
be sent to Formosa if needed to keep Chinese Communists from cap- 
turing the island. Responding to a request from Sen, William F. 
Knowland, R., Cal., for his views on the China crisis, Mr. Hoover 
also recommended the United States refuse to recognize the Chinese 
Communist regime and grant further aid, presumably including arms, 
to Chiang Kai-Shek’s Nationalist government.

CHINA BLOCKADE RUN DELAYED 

HONG KONG (UP)—Captain (“Two Gun”) Davey Jones of the 
Isbrandtsen freighter Flying Arrow yesterday postponed departure 
of the ship for Communist held Shanghai as the State Department 
intervened directly on behalf of sailors unwilling to run the Nation- 
alist blockade. Jones, who had p'anned to sail Tuesday with a load 
of inflammable cotton and explosive chemicals, postponed his depar- 
ture until Thursday. 








Ohio State Wins Rose 
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Buckeyes Edge 
Bears, 14-17, 
With Field Goal 


PASADENA --(UP)-- The ac- 
curate toe of Jimmy Hague, 
which placed a field goal 
squarely between the uprights 
with less than two minutes to 
play. gave Ohio State a 17-14 
victory over California in the 
Rose Bowl yesterday and kept 
the Big Tens victory string 
over the Pacific Coast con- 


ference intact. 

With 106,052 fans jammed into 
the Pasadena saucer and roaring 
through nearly four quarters of 
slam-bang even-up football, the 
Buckeyes clinched the contest as 
Coach Wes Fesler’s strategy gave 
the Big Ten school the victory 
and atcned for a defeat handed 
Ohio State in this same game 25 
years ago. 

The score was deadlocked at 
14-all when the Bucks got the 
break that spelled victory. On 
fourth down, Bob Celeri dropped 
back to punt for California. There 
was a bad pass from center. 

Ceieri scooped up the ball on 
his own 10, dropped back to the 
five and then made a running 
left-footed kick, which went out 
of bounds on the Cal 13. 

Three Ohio State plays hetted 
only three yards and Hague went 
in to kick, with Jack Widdoes 
holding. An _ illegal substitution 
penalty put the ball on the 10, 
and from that point Hague split 
the uprights from a slight angle— 
and that was the ball game. 

Ohio State stalled out the game 
and the fans flowed down onto 
the field to tear down the goal 
posts, as Ohio State players car- 
ried Hague and Fesler off the 
field. 

California heid a 7-0 advantage 
at halftime, but the Ohio State 
team, noted as a third-period club, 
took care of that at the opening 
of the second half. 

The first Ohio State touchdown 
was set up when halfback Vic 
Janowicz intercepted one of Ce- 
leri’s passes cn Ohio's 35 and re- 
turned it 29 yards to the Cali- 
fornia 36. From there, halfback 
Jerry Krall and fullback Fred 
Morrison pounded down to the 
one. Morrison went over for the 
counter and Hague converted to 
Knot the score. 

Two minutes later, the Buck- 
eyes had another score and were 
leading, 14-7. Bill Trautwein 
blocked one of Celeri’s punts and 
center Jack Lininger, the defen- 
sive star of the day, scooped up 
the ball and ran it about 10 yards 
to the Cal seven. On the third 
play, Krall rolled over guard for 
the counter, from the two- yard 
line, and Hague again converted. 

As in all games that Cal has 
played this year, it was largely 
& case of a puncher against a 
boxer—with the Golden Bears of 
Pappy Waldorf always striking 
for a KO from a long distance. 

The Bears tied the count again, 
on the first play after the Ohio 
State kickoff, with four minutes 
of play remaining in the third 
stanza. Celeri lateraled to half- 
back Jim Monachino, who went 
over tackle and then picked up 
a key block from Pete Schabarum 
to go 43 yards for a touchdown. 
Jim Cullom made good the sec- 
ond of his two conversions. 

The powerful Ohio State de- 
fense practically bottled up Celeri 
on his bootleg plays, and the Cal 
passing attack was negligible. 
Nearly all the statistics favored 
the Buckeyes, who entered the 
game a Ssix-and-a-half-point un- 
derdog and with a record of six 
wins, two ties and a loss, against 
Cal’s unbeaten season.

The Decemeber 11 cold snap in 
Southern California caused no ma- 
jor damage to citrus fruit--but it 
was one of the “freakiest freezes” 
on record. 

That conclusion was reached by 
Mutual Orange Distributors field 
men who returned yesterday from 
a tour of all districts. 

Differences in elevation of 10 
feet made the difference between 
damage and no damage in many 
groves and districts, according to 
Dave S. DeRoo, chief of the field 
department, and his assistant, Gor- 
don Lane. 

serious damage in all districts 
was “spotty,’’ the field men de- 
termined, depending, of course, on 
the duration of temperatures be- 
low 26 degrees. 

Nevertheless, where 
was noted in certain 
groves subjected to. low. .temper- 
atures, trees and fruit across the 
road at altitudes of 10 feet higher 
or more suffered no damage. 

An overall damage of less than 
5 per cent was noted throughout 
the Southern California district, 
DeRoo said.
